This Would Give Them Larger Mar- 
kets and Increased Trade for Their 
Frulte—Sir William Grey Wilson, 
Governor of the Bahamas Has a 
Conference with Hon Geo. Foster, 
Minister of Trade and Commerce— 
The Union is Approved by Legisia- 
ture of the Bahamas. 


 Ottawa,—Sir William Grey Wilson, 
governor of the Bahamas, has a con- 
ference with Hon. Geo. Foster, min- 
ister of trade and commerce, when 
the proposed union of the Bahamas 
with Canada was discussed inform- 
ally. Sir William is an earnest advo- 
cate of a union which has been ap- 
proved by both branches of the Ba- 
hama legtslature. His mission to Can. 
ada is not official, but the conference 
may lead to some sort of understand- 
ing, making possible a series of more 
formal negotiations through the im- 
perial government. 

An organic union ‘such as the Ba- 
hamas are asking, could be brought 
about by simply transplanting the 
appointive power from London to Ot- 
tawa in regard:to the legislative coun- 
cil of the island, commeftial union be- 
ing of course an integral part of the 
arrangement.

to accept the Canadian tariff as it 
stands, and they calculate upon ob- 
taining under it a revenue equal to 
what they now enjoy.

Calgary. —Friday morning, at 5 a.m., 
Calgary standard time, people were 
gratified by a splendid view of the 
comet, It was then beating about E. 
N.E., some two points more northerl 
than Venus, who still remains a goo 
gtiide whereby to pick up the trades, 
although the comet is moving with 
such swiftness that the distance be- 
tween them has considerably increas- 
ed since Monday. It is estimated it 
had risen about half an hour previ- 
ously, say about 4.30 a.m. 

It has entered the constellation 
Virgo and hence is moving “in conse- 
quentia’’ or “direct” as astronomers 
say. While having progressed several 
degrees in right ascension and longi- 
tuds there is no very great variation 
in declination and latitude. It is close

CANADA’S FUR ANIMALS, 


The Beaver Is Again Coming to the 
Fore Commercially. 


Perhaps no asset of the Dominion | 


of Cunada has been of late years sc 
u..derestimated as our fish and game 
While it is true that during the eigh 
teenth and early part of the nine 
teenth century beaver were the prin. 
cipal product of this country, so much 
so that their skins were accepted as 
currency throughout the western part 
of Canada and the United States, 
aud were the standard for barter with 
the Indians, how few stop to consider 
what this meant to our country in its 
days of infarcy before our pine tim: 
ber became ot value, We are apt to 
look at this industry as a thing of the 
past This is, however, fur from be 
ing the case, Lt would surprise most 
peopie were they to follow back the 
handsome fur wraps they wear 
through all the different stages down 
to the man who mined the iron for 
the trap with which they were caught, 
and see just how much employment 


jund capital the fur industry repre 


sents, 

True, our fur-bearing animals are 
not as plentiful ar they were, be i 
cially the beaver, yet w'th reasonable 
protect.on there is no reason why the 
beaver as well as all other animale 
should not fill up our waste lands in 
the Dominion and again becoine a 
very important asset. There is a 
great territory in the heart of Ontario 
that is not fit for agriculture, from 
which the pine timber has been either 
cut or destroyed by fire, that is now 


jonly fit to be added to our present 


game preserve and become a home 
for millions of dollars’ worth of game, 
The greater portion of the beaver 
skins taken in the past two hundred 
years on the American continent have 
een handled at the London auction 
sales, The first of these was held on 
January 24, 1672, and was considered 
an event of great importance, being 
held by the Hudson Bay Co. From 


|that date on to the year 1902 it is 


estimated that 80,000,000 skins were 
handled at a valuation of $100,000,- 
000. The average annual sale at 
present is perhaps 50,000 skins. In 
addition to this number, some 15,000 
to 20,000 skins are handled at Leipsly 
and’ at private sales in Canada an 
the United States. 

Our Government realizing the im- 
portance of these assets have in late 
years set apart several large game 
preserves, principally to provide 
oreeding grounds and prctection for 
them, where unmolested they might 
nerease and spread out over the rest 
of the country. Of these the Algon- 
quin National Park is the largest and 
s situated in the district of Nipissing 
It was sct apart in the year 1893 and 
tas been acgded to trom time to time 
until it now covers an area of nearly 
swo million acres, 

In 1893 the beaver had almost be- 
come extinct. To-day every lake, ol 
which there are some 1,200, is full 
of beaver while the several rivers that 
take their rise in the park as well ae 
the theusands of creeks and ponds, 
also abound with this wonderful ani- 
mal, 80 much so that the Minister last 
year decided some could be taken an- 
aually without detriment to the park 
or the surrounding country, which fz 
also filling up very rapidly, Last year 
some four hundred beaver, and a few 
stter, mink and muskrats were taken 
und sold in Toronto, bringing a good 
price. This year more will be of- 
fered for sale, Otter, mink, marten, 
iisher, muskrats and all other game 
are to<lay very numerous and the 
annual increase is very great, The 
Government has in this vast territory 
twenty rangers and a superintendent 
whose duty is to patrol the park dur- 
ing the hunting season and trapping 
season to see that no illegal hunting 
or trapping goes on. Thig work hag 
geen Carticd on very successfully. Lt 
is true, however, that there are some 
cases that escape them, which is only 
to be expected, over such an extent 
of country, At other times they cut 
out portages, build shelter houses, 
clear out streams, make improvementz 
at headquarters, ete, They are at all 
times fire rangers, their work in this 
capacity having protected the great 
preserve from serious fire in many 
years. The lakes and streams of the 
park also furnish the great induce- 
ment to the angler, trout and sma!l 
mouthed bass abounding, and a great 
humber visit it annually for this 
sport.

Changing Air In Subways. 

The “tubes,” or subways, in Lon. 
don, Eng., are being ‘“‘ozonized,”. ae 
some of the metropolitan papers 
term it. An elaborate plant for the 
pumping of air‘ into the underground 
traffic lines has been installed. An 
official of the Central London Tube 
Ruilway says: “The plant at each 
station will pump 400,000 cub‘c fect 
of air an hour into to the station, or 
ut the rate of 900 cubic feet a person 
an hour.

Improvements at Fort William 
The Canadian Pacific Railway has} 
started work on its new operations 
at Fort William and Port Arthur. 
The work for this year will consist 
chiefly in the erection of a new coal-| 
handling plant, but in connection} 
with the other operations there 
congiderable dredging to be done. 


The Canadian Stewart Company has | 


the contract for the building of the 
coal plant, and it is stated that the 


appropriation for the work is in the| 


neighborhood of one million dollars. 
The plant, it is stated, wil! take care 
of most of the soft coal assigned to 
the company at the head of the lakes, 
and it is hoped that it will be finish- 
ed in time to handle some of next 
year’s coal business. 

It is also stated that the new plant 
will be built in the form of a loop, 
and the cars which will carry the 
coal back from the towers will run 
around the loop and dump at the de- 
sired intervals. Bridging the space 
between the loop there will be one or 
two lines of track, along which other 
cars can be switched in order to 
dump sufficient coal to fill up the 
centre of the pit.

MAY HONOR SELKIRK, 


Winnipeg Men Propose to Erect @ 
Monument to Pioneer. 


A movement in Winnipeg advocatin, 
the erection of a monument to Lo 
Selkirk, has attracted wide attention 
in the press, and the propusal is 
obvidusiy a good one that the marve! 
is that no one thought of it before. 
Lord Selkirk might almost be said 
to be tho first LerereraemesPerric:: 
the possibilities of Western'Canada ai 
a field for. settlement, and proceeded 
to carry his ideas into effect. It ‘1 
just one hundred years since he toob 
steps to found his colony at the junc 
ture of the Red and Assiniboine Riv: 
ers, a colony which was destined t 
become the city of Winnipeg, and 
which was the jnitial step towarc 
tne agricultural development of tht 
great Northwest. Lord Selkirk’s col. 
onists met: death and the loss of theit 
effects owing to the savage warfare 
between the great organizations. the 
Hudson's Bay Co. and the Northwest 
Co, Their failure does not alter the 
fact that Selkirk was a seer so far aa 
the future of the West was concerned. 
Not only was he a pioneer in prairie 
settlement but previously he had in 
terested himself deeply in the develop 
ment of Western Ontario though even 
there his proverbial ill-luck pursued 
him. As the London Free Press re- 
cently pointed out he established a 
settlement with twenty families in 
what are now known as the town- 
ships of Dover and Chatham in Kent 
County. The siie chosen turned out 
toy be swampy aiter it was cleared, 
and the hardships proved too much 
for his settlers. He was one of the 
first men to realize the value of good 
roads to Upper Canada, and offered 
himself. to expend forty thousand 
pens on, a roadway clear through 
rom Amberstburg, on the Detroit 
River, to York (now Toronto) if the 
Executive Council of the colony would 
grant him in, payment certain allot- 
ments of wild lands along the route. 
The failure of the council ,to accept 
the proposal retarded for years the 
development of Upper Canada, Not 
only in what are now the provinces 
of Ontario and Manitoba were his ac- 
tivities in the direction of coloniza- 
tion carried on. He made a similar 
attempt in Prince Edward Island 
which was hardly more fortunate 
His name, however, will forever in 
the annals of this country be associat. 
ed with thé opening up of the prairies 
as a field for settlement, and it is fit- 
ting that Winnipeg should honor his 
memory, Not long back it wax pro- 
posed to commemorate him by a 
world’s fair in celebration of the cen. 
tenary of his western enterprise. This 
idea was abandoned, but it would be 
a pity if the enthusiasm of Westerners 
for his memory should die out.on that 


Donor of Over $10,000,000 


The gift of $250,000 made to the 
Dublin hospitals by Lord Iveagh :n 
honor of the royal visit to Ireland is 
but one of many g‘ven by his lordship 
for philanthropic purposes. Four 
gifts alone were of a quarter of 
million each—one to assist scientific 
research, another to improve the in- 
sanitary part of Dublin, a third to 
house the London poor, and a fourth 
to the Jenner Institute of Medicine. 
Altogether Lord Ivcagh has given 
away over $10,000,000. Lord Iveagh, 
who ‘s a member of the great brewin 
firm of Guinness, is the father o' 
those two clever brothers, the Hon. 
Rupert and the Hon, Walter Guin- 
ness, both of whom take the keenest 
interest in philanthropic work. The 
Suffolk home of Lord Iveagh, Elvu- 
den Hall, is filled with treasures of 
almost priceless value, while the 
shooting there is considered to be the 
best in England.

the “Other Way.” 

The first time anyone sees Mr. Jus. 
tice Phillimore, the noted English 
judge, on the bench he is struck with 
@ certain wliarity which not one 
in ten is able immediately to ‘‘spot.” 
Then suddenly it dawns upon you 
that he writes with his left hand. He 
will listen with great patience to the 
cross-examining of a witness, or the 
ne of a counsel, or the rapid or 
often unihteresting reading over ol 
some former evidence, and quite sud. 
denly will pick up his pen with his 
left hand and scribble away as fot 
dear life. . It is evident he is as ex. 
pert with his left hand, as far as pen- 
manship is concerned, as the average 
man is with his right hand, 

Certainly one of the most famous 
left-handed men is Sir R. 8. Baden: 
Powell, the hero of Mafeking. It would 
perhaps be more correct to style him 
ambidextrous, for, though he appeara 
to be naturally. left-handed, so care: 
fully has he trained both hands that 
he can turn from one to the other 
with the utmost ease. He is a stron 
devotee of ambidexterity, and if a 
the Boy Scouts in Britain could be 
taught to use both tneir hands inter. 
changeably, aa their famous Chiel 
Sooutmaster can, it would be one of 
the beat lessons of their training. 

Artists are commonly ambidextrous, 
but there are at least a couple of 
Royal Academiciansa who are actualiy 
left-handed, and for whom special left 
handed puleties are made. Who would 
think tuat that pathetic picture in the 
Tate Galery, ‘sue Girl at the Gate,” 
or suca a wvely composition as ‘The 
Golden Burn,” was a “‘left-handed” 

jicture? et sucn is the case, for 
her. George Ciausen, R.A., one of the 
most distinguished and original ar- 
tists of the modern English school of 
painting, is left-handed. | 

Another painter whose piotures are 
much sought after by those collectors 
who believe tney know a good thing 
when they see it is Mr. Arnesby 
Brown, A.R.A., Pro arounty main- 
tains in these later days the best tra- 
ditions of tne Norwich school. He sel- 
dom has fewer than three pictures on 
the walls of Bu lingtow House, whilst 
his work is to be found in the Tate 
Gallery and ii many provincial and 
colonial galleries. Yet he also is left- 
handed. It will give an. added pi- 

uancy to the study of his pictures in 
the present Academy Exhibition to 
look at tham again with this knowl- 
edge in one's m‘nd. Certainly in the 
case of these two uistinguished artiste 
left-handedness would seem to stand 
for beauty and distinction. 

Widely as these artists are known. 
it may be doubted whether their 
names have carried as far as that of 
Louis Wain, and he, too, is a left- 
handed artist. To see him sitting at 
his desk drawing cats—‘‘as fast as a 
horse can gallop’ — lively cats, wild 
cats, jumping cats, tea-drinking cats, 
Christmas party cats, bogy-man cats— 
in fact, every kind of possible and im- 

ssible cats—and all with his def* 
eft hand, is a sight to remember. In 
spite of the fact that he is left-handed, 
he is one of the most prolific as well 
as one of the most rapid of worker 
in his own line in the world. 


Lord Percy's Engagement. 


The engagement of Lord Percy, son 
of the Duke of Northumberland, who 
is A.D.C. to Earl Grey, to Lady Helen 
Gordon-Lennox, daughter of the Duke 
of Richmond, is one of considerable 
interest. It is pointed out that the 
two ducal families to which they be- 
long have so far in their long histories 
apparently never been connected by 


the circumstance that the Percies and 
Gordon-Lennoxez, and especially the 
former, have, as often as any British 
ducal families, married into families 
holding the same rank in the peerage | 
as themselves. Lord Percy, who but 
recently came to Canada, is the fourth 
but eldest surviving son of the Duke 
of Northumberland, the death of the 
late Lord Percy in Paris about eigh- 
teen months ago having made him the 
heir, He has a great many surviving 
brothers and sisters—the duke’s chil- 
dren originally numbering thirteen— 
but only one of them, Lady Mary Max. 
well, has married up to the present. 
On the other hand, all the Duke of 
Richmond's seven children are mar- 
ried, with the exception of Lady Hel- 
en, who is the youngest, Her mother, 
the duke’s second wife, died when 
she wads a baby, and she has been in 
recent years her father’s right hand 
in entertaining at Goodwood and at 
Gordon Castle.

NOTED BEAU OF BATH 


RICHARD NASH WAS THE FASH. 
ION CZAR OF HIS DAY, 


Remarkavle Social Lion Who Was 
Famous tor His Exquisite Dress, 
His Manners and His Success 
With the Ladies, Made a Great 
Resort of ‘e Town of Bath—Made 
the Duel a Ridiculous Thing. 


Of famous beaux Richard Nush is 
usually recognized as the first. He 
was one of the celebrited characters 
of England in tie latter part of the 
seventeenth and during the first half 
of the eighteenth century. He won 
the title of “benu" for inimitable 
dress, his polished manners, and his 
social succcsees. He was born xt 
Swansea in 1673, of wood old Welsh 
parentage. After leaving Jesus Col- 
lege, Oxford, he purchased for him- 
self a pair of colors in the army, 
which he soon quitted to study law. 
While at the Temple he began his 
sceiul Jife. Without any — visible 
means of supporting his gay life, hid? 
companions suspected him of being 4 
social highwayman. In a very short 
time he was regarded as an authority 
on dress, manners, und general sty.e 
in fashion, 

Becoming disgusted with the sus 
picions he had arcused, he left Lon: 
don and settled in Bath, then one of 
the poorest and meanest cities in 
England. When William TIT. came 
to the throne the members of the 
Inns of Court gave an elaborate 
ageant, and Nash was chosen to 
ave fuli charge of ull the details. 
The King was so delighted with the 
affair thut he offered to raise Nash to 
the knighthood. 

In 1704 he was appointed “master 
of ceremonizs” at Bath, where man 
people flocked in the summer to drin' 
the waters. His laws of dress and 
ceremony were so strictly enforce 
that he was styled ‘King of Bath.” 
Under his rule n> rank would protect 
the offender, nor dignity of station 
condone # breach of tha law. 

Among the laws he made for the 
balls and assemblies were that gen- 
tlemen should not wear ®ords #¢ 
part of their recular dress. He made 
the duel so ridiculous that men re- 
fused to fight. It also became neces- 
sary for men to wear shoes and long 
stockings, instead of boots, at the 
Bath assemblies. 

Nash desired the Duchess ol 
Queensbury, who appeared at a dres: 
ball in an_apron of point lace, said 
to be wa 600 guineas, to take 1 
off, which she did, at the same time 
desiring his acceptance of it. When 
the Princess Amelia requested to 
have one dance more after eleven 
o'clock, Nash replied that the lawe 
of Bath, like those of Lycurgus, were 
unalterable. ~_ 

A fine new building for concerts. ~ 
bazaars, and halls was erect al 
Bath through Nash's influence. He 
insisted that the streets should be 
kept in good condition, that public 
buildings should be put in repair, 
and that there should he a regular 
tariff for letting rooms and to govern 
the prices at inns. 

When Beau Nash drove out it was 
in a chariot drawn by six gray 
horses and with leckeys, while French 
horns called attention to his ap 
proach. He wore a unique white hat, 
and his costumes were richly em- 
broidered. When gambling, at which 
Nash made considerable money, was 
prohibited, the English Government 
pentioned him. 

For fifty years he ruled in Bath— 
8 man of strong mind, of wit, and of 
good taste, generous to the poor, and 
notable for ull he had accomplished 
to make the city a taahionable Te: 
sort. He had many rich snuff boxes 
and choice trinkets. These he soid 
among his friends, and they are often 


found in rare collections. In_ the 
mayor's room of the Guild Hall at 
Bath there is a portrait of Beau 
Nash. 


The Corporation of Bath so highly 
respected the Beau that the chamber 
voted a murble statue of him, which 
was erected in the pump room, be. 
tween the busts of Newton and Pope. 
Thie gave rise to a stinging epigram 
by Lord Chesterfield, another of the 
famous English 
with theee lines: 
The statue placed these busts be 

tween 

Gives satire all its strength; 
Wisdom and wit are little seen, 

But folly at full length. 

Except a few months annually 
passed in superiatending the amuse 
ments at Tunbridge, Nash lived al 
Bath until his health was worn out; 
and after one of Nature's seriou: 
warnings he expired at his house in 
St. John’s Place on the 3rd of Feb. 
ruary, 1761, aged 88 years. He wast 
buried in the abbey churchyard. His 
funeral was a public one, at the ex: 
pense of the town, and his monu 
ment may be seen in the abbey 
church, nm the funeral day the 
entire populace for many miles wit 
nessed the services for the venerable 
founder of the prosperity of the city 
of Bath.
